Washington, January 28.—(Special.)— 
Senator Towne, of Minnesota, signalized 
the last day of his membership of the 


: upper house of congress with a speech all 
| Washington regards one of the finest ef- 


forts the walls of the senate chamber 


have ever echoed. In an address nearly 


three hours in length, Mr. Towne discuss- 
ed the Philippine problem from the demo- 
cratic standpoint, pointing out in words of 
ringing eloquence the dangers to the re- 
public of a system of colonial dependen- 
cies. He reviewed at length and with 
interesting detail the history of events 
which culminated. in the treaty 
of Paris and the acts since 
then which seem so clearly to 
point to an effort of the present republi- 
can administration and partly to commit 
this government to the policy of the per- 
manent retention of the islands and to 
admit of their government as subject 
colonies under a system which means 
unlimited power to the president. 

The announcement that Senator Towne 
was to make this speech resulted not 
only in the galleries of the senate being 
filled, but In a large attendance of mem- 
bers of:the house. It was a noteworthy 
audience in every resnect and the fact 
that he held his hearers throughout his 
entire speech was the highest tribute to 
the oratorical powers of the brilliant son 
of Minnesota. It was a speech in keeping 
wittr the tiighest traditions of the senate 
and one calculated to add fresh laurels 
to the already crowned orator. 

Mr: Frye, the presiding officer, laid be- 
fore the senate a cablegram from the di- 
rectory of the federal party in the Phil- 
ippines, addressed to the senate and 
house, praying authorization for Presi- 
dent McKinley to establish civil govern- 
ment in the Philippines whenever he 
deems: it opportuune. 


Peace Is Promised. 


“Accessions to federal party by 
thousands in all parts of archipelago,” 
says the cablegram, ‘“‘the attitude of 
hitherto irreconcilable press and the 
general public opinion show that la- 
bors of party to bring peace will soon 
be crowned with success. Until now 
political parties have attempted form- 
ation on plans more or less question- 
ing American sovereignty. Our plat- 
form makes the main plank the sov- 
ereignty of the United States with lib- 
erty to each citizen to pursue peace- 
fully his political ideas. The hour of 
peace has sounded. On our platform 
are grouped many Filipinos of hith- 
erto irreconcilable ideas, but some 
more obstinate decline to join, for 
though willing to accept sovereignty 
of the United States the prospect ofr 
the indefinite continuance of military 
government makes them distrust the 
purposes of the United States and 
delays their submission.’’ 


Mr. Towne then spoke. The charge 
that Aguinaldo had sold his country to 
Spaniards for a bribe, he declared, was 
‘‘gratuitous in its calumny, when we con- 
sider that the official ublications of 
our own government contradict and de- 
stroy. it.’’ The senator declared: 


“We were in alliance with the Fili- 
pinos, an alliance sought by ourselves, 
availed of by us for our own advantage 
and finally, to our everlasting shame, re- 
pudiated by us when we found it no long- 
er necessary and when the lust of empire 
had so blunted our moral sensibilities 
that we could mount from an act of per- 
fidy to the grand larceny of a nation,’ 

“Tt is not easy to fix, with accu- 


racy, the time when the design was 
formed to take forcible possession of 
the Philippine islands,” said Mr. 
Towne. “Upon the arrival of Gen- 
eral Merritt, at Manila, a distinct 
change of tone was observable be- 


tween the United States officials and 


the Filipinos, the alterei attitude 
being so marked as to force the con- 
clusion that part of General Mer- 
ritt’s prearranged task was to ma- 
neuver out of an awkward friendli- 
ness with Aguinaldo, and thus to 
reach a footing for the convenient 
development of some secret policy 
with which he had come fresh- 
freighted from Washington.”’ 

Any doubt of the pre-arrangement of 
the plan was banished, in Mr. Towne’'s 
opinion, by the president himself. 


“Either the third article of the pro- 
tocol with Spain does not mean what it 
says, or the “ag teem of the United States 
in causing the issuance, on December 21, 
1998, of his famous benevolent assimila- 
tion proclamation, broke the plighted faith 
of this government. 


“If we are bent on slaughter,” he 
said, “let it be in open guise. If we 
lust for the people’s land, let us not 
glaze our enterprise with false and 
sinister pretense. Rather we must 
boldly raise the somber flag of inter- 
national piracy, whistle down the 
wind and then close in upon our fee- 
ble vict’'m to the cry of ‘loot end 
glory.’ ”

Combs, the posseman who was taken 
prisoner by the moonshiners after the 
fight. Rufus Wooton and Ambrose Am- 
burgy, wounded and almost dead from 
fatigue, have reached Hindman, the near- 
est settlement, and reported the tragedy 
to the officials there. The details they 
gave were sd meager that no satisfaction 
can be gained from them. They only 
state that Hollifield and Simon Combs 
are dead and that) Blaine Combs is a 
prisoner. They fought their way to lib- 
erty and can tell very little of what hap- 
pened. The Combs men lived in Jack- 
son, where the posse was made up two 
weeks ago. They were thrifty men and 
related to ex-Sheriff Breck Combs. Hol- 
lifeld had been in the service fifteen 
years. He was a native of Wolfe coun- 
ty and had served in most of the des- 
perate fights with Deputies Bird and 
Drake, two of the most daring of the 
mountain officials, both of whom lost 
their lives on Oten creek in 1897. Deputy 
Bird had made an arrest and had his 
man mounted behind him when a volley 


of winchester bullets, fired from a sharp. 


turn in the road, brought him to the 
ground dead. It was while pursuing the 
slayers of Bird that Wireman was killed. 
Hollifield was with Wireman and so was 
Drake. They had just arrested Dan Far- 
ler, who was riding behind Bird and who 
was wounded by the bullets fired by his 
friends. Drake had gone round the 
mountain when a gang under ‘Old Biil’” 
Bogley fired upon Hollifield and Wireman. 
Later Drake was killed at Ridgewood. 
After a desperate single-handed fight the 
names of Bird, Wireman, Drake and Hol- 
lifield has held the moonshiners in ter- 
ror, ‘but they have persisted until the 
last of the daring quartet has fallen. 


CHARLESTON’S INVITATION. 


Smallpox Frightens the Legislators 
of Falmetto State. 
Charleston, 8. C.. January 28.—(Special.) 
Mayor Smyth today wired Governor Mc- 
Sweeney inviting the South Carolina leg- 
islature to come fto Charleston to finish 
its present session. The message was 
sent on the strength of an alarming re- 
port printed in an afternoon paper which 
said that the legislators had been thrown 
into a panic by reports of smallpox in 
Columbia. The conditions were consid- 
ered alarming until the Columbia health 
authorities made a seatement showing 
that there were only fifteen cases in 
that city, all of which were isolated at 
the pesthouse, Mayor Smyth thought that 
the legislature might want to move and 
urgesl the governor to have members 
come here if it will be still deemed nec- 

essary. 


ASSETS OVER TWO MILLIONS. 


Committee Is Investigating Josiah 
Morris Bank’s Condition. 
Montgomery, Ala., January 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The meeting this morning of the 
creditors of the Josiah Morris bank re- 
sulted in the appointment of a committee 
to investigate the cduaition of the bank’s 
affairs and report to an adjourned meet- 
ing of the ereditors tomorrow. The ap- 
parent assets of the bank are over §$2,000,- 
000, and its Habilities are only about $900,- 
000, but the institution has done busi- 
ness for a great many yeays and there 
is no information as to what proportion 
of the assets are probably available. It 
is the evident desire of practically all 
of the creditors, however, that the bank 
shall continue and every reasonable in- 

duigence will be extended.

The Philippine commission has passed 
the act Annulling that portion of the 
Spanish code which disqualified judges 
and magistrates for trying certain cases 
on account of alleged incompetency. The 
act declares that the judges are incom- 
petent only when pecuniarily interested 
in the litigation or related to the liti- 
gant. 

The general criminal and civil codes 
are almost completed. 

The hearing on the municipal govern- 


ment bill was finished teday and the 
measure will be enacted on Wednesday.

BOLD ROBBER IS CAPTURED. 


Had Locked Up Cashier in a Closet 
and Robbed Bank. 

Kansas City, January 28.—At the office 
of the Standard Oil Company a young 
man forced. W. E. Irvin, the cashier, at 
the point of a revolver, into a closet, and 
after locking him in, made off with be- 
tween $300 and $700 in cash. Irvin was 
preparing his cash for the bank when 
the young man entered the office quietly, 
and, placing a revolver at the cashier's 
head, ordered him to retreat to a smal 
closet a few feet away. Irvin complied 
promptly, and the robber turned the key 
on him. Then, placing the money inside 
his pocket, the robber walked from the 
office a hundred, feet to the rathway 
tracks, where he boarded a passing 
freight train. Irvin was alone and it was 
some time before he could attract pass- 
ersby to release him. He then notifiea 
the police. 

The police tonight arrested Ched Cover- 
dale and Ralph Myer on suspicion of be- 
ing guilty of the robbery. Later Cashier 
Irvin positivety identified Coverdale as 
the man who entered the office and rob- 
bed him. It is supposed that Myers wasa 
confederate.

Parkersburg, W. Va., January 28+—-The 
most disastrous wreck ‘that has occurred 
on the Baltimore and Ohio branch road 
happened today one mile west of Petro- 
leum, A, wrecking train went out from 
here at 2:45 o’clock this afternoon, carry- 
ing railroad officials and wrecking crews, 
also a dozen doctors and Rev. Father 
O’Kane, of St. Xavier’s church. General 
Foreman Crawford was in charge. Six 
men, all well known railroaders, are re- 
ported either killed or missing. Up to 3 
o’clock there had only been one man 
taken from the wreck, namely, Engineer 
Ike Davidson, of Grafton. There are five 
trainmen missing. They are: 


J. D. WATSON, engineer. 

N. CURTINBY,: brakeman. 

J. G. BAILBY, ‘brakeman, Parkersburg. 

J. T. BAILBY, fireman.

He went up the stairway to the 
third story, opened the door leading to 
the main room and stepped into an ele- 
vator shaft, falling fifty-four feet to the 
first floor, killing him instantly. Coker 
was not acquainted with the building and 
knew nothing of the elevator being open 
and probably was not aware that it was 
so near the door.

STANLEY HEARS HIMSELF 
MOST ROUNDLY ABUSED 


Jayhawker Saloon Smasher De- 
nounces the Head of the Com- 
monwealth in a Most Vio- 
lent and Sensational 
Manner. 


Topeka, Kas., January 28.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation today visited the office of Gov- 
ernor Stanley, and for an hour arraign- 
ed the chief executive of the state for his 
failure to close the saloons of Kansas. 
Then, in turn, she visited the offices of 
Attorney General Goddard, County At- 
torney Nichols and Sheriff Porter S. Cook 
and demanded of each that they close the 
saloons. 

When Mrs. Nation entered Governor 
Stanley's office she was followed by a 


crowd of newspaper reporters and oth- 


ers. By turns she upbraided Governor 
Stanley for his failure to uphold the law 
against liquor selling or begged tim for 
aid to carry on her crusade. She put 
her questions with fierceness and answer- 
ed them without giving the governor time 
to utter a complete sentence in his own 
defense. 

Mrs. Naticn accused Governor Stanley 
of branding her as a law-breaker and de- 
manded to know if he had a better method 
than she of ridding the state of saloons. 

“Do you think my method is right?’ 
she asked. 

“No, I don’t,”’ 

“Well, 
one?’”’ 

As the governor. turned in his chair to 
make answer, every one listened intently. 

‘“‘No, I don’t think I have,’ he finally 
replied. Continuing, he managed to edge 
in a few words more: ‘‘What can I do? 
I am powerless. The law does not allow 
me to do what I desire. The law gives me 
no privileges. What can I do?” 

“If necessary call out the militia, 
Mrs. Nation’s prompt reply. 

Then the crusader began a_philippic 
that caused Goyernor Stanley's anger to 
rise and the crowd grouped about his desk 
looked on in wonder. 

“You can close every | joint in 
Kansas, if you will, Governor Stan- 
ley,” she said with force. ‘You can 
do it if you want to, but you won’t. 
You are a lawbreaker yourself if you 
don’t. You took your oath of office 
to keep the constitution. You re- 
fuse my request. You are not only 
a lawbreaker but a perjurer.” 


As Mrs. Nation proceeded. she became 
more vehement and her voice quivered. 
She rosé from her chair and looked full 
in the face of Governor Stanley, and 
pointing her finger at him called him a 
“law-breaker,”” and “perjurer.”’ without 
the least show of fear. She repeated these 
words of accusation again and again. He 
tried to make reply, but she gave him no 
chance. 

Finally, his temper gone, Governor Stan- 
ley. arose from his chair and shouted 
back: 


“You cannot come here and talk this 
way to me. You cannot talk to me this 
way, [ say. You are a woman, but I 
won ’t stand it.’’ 

“I am a mother; I am a grandmother, 
and I represent the mothers of the state.”’ 
“You don’t. You don’t represent them,” 
almost shouted the governor. The words 
flew back and forth with such flerceness 
that it was impossib’® to distinguish them. 
The room was in an uproar. Then Mrs. 
Nation talked more calmly, pleading with 

the governor to aid her. 
“The Devil Has a Cinch on Men.”’ 


**You come with me and help smash sa- 
loons,’ she urged, and then she added: 

“If you won't help us—if you won't help 
me—I'll go around and I'll smash, smash, 
smash, governor. The devil seems to have 
a cinch on the men, but he has not a cinch 
on the hatchets and rocks.” 


Finally Governor Stanley volunteered: 

“You get the prosecuting attorney of the 
different counties to put the joint keep- 
ers in jail, and I'll use my power as 
governor to keep them in. I'l] see that 
they are not pardoned out.”

Entire Department Turnei Out. 

It was ten minutes after 12 o'clock when 
the fire was discovered leaping through a 
window on the top noor. A policeman 
saw the flames and sent in an alarm from 
box 32, at the corner of Hunter and 
Whitehall streets. 

The street was quickly a mass of hose, 
crossing and recrossing in every direction. 
The firemen dashed into the building and 
were upstairs fighting the fire with a 
will when Chief Joyner called them out 
and put all the streams to playing from 
the street, 

“Those walls may fall Any moment,” 
sald the chief, “and the building is not 
worth a good man’s life,”’ and in this he 
met with the approbation of the crowd. 

Flooder Drowned Flames. 

The fire demonstrated the complete suc- 
cess Of the “‘flooder,”” which Chief Joyner 
added to the department fully etght 
months ago. The instrument is a large 
brass nozzle erected on a wagon and 
can be operated in any direction. The 
‘*flooder’’ carries a stream of water two 
inches in diameter. 

Last night was the first time it has 
been used in Atlanta. Four lines of hose 
were connected with it, {wo lines from 
each fire engine, and the stream which 
was forced through the ‘‘flooder’ was 
of such strength as to go completely over 
the wall of the five-story building. 

Had the same pressure been brought 
to bear on an ordinary hand hose, six 
men would not have been sufficient to 
have held it in position. As it was, one 
man was able to direct the movements of 
the instrument with signal success. Chief

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-INDIANIANS DRIVING THE 


~NEGROES FROM THE STATE 


-— 
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Evansville, Ind., January 28,—Cities and 
towns along the Ohio’river have begun 
@ crusade against the negroes. The en- 
tire trouble dates back to the lynching 
of the negroes at Rockport and Boonville 
for the rmgurder of the white, barber, Sim- 
mons, at Rockport one ‘night last month. 
The board of safety of this city has or- 
dered the police to arrest all strange ne- 
groes and bring them before the city, 
police judge. If they cannot give reason 
for being here they wil] be sentenced to 
the rock pile. The object of this order 
is‘to rid the town of an obnoxious class 
of negroes. It is estimated that there 
are 2.000 colored men in this city who 
absolutely refuse to work. They spend 
their time in the colored saloons and low 
dives of the city and live the best way 
they can. On election day they are in 
the market and the man who bids the 
highest is the man who lands them. 

The board of safety was led to take 


this step by the action of the Spencer 
county grand jury in indicting 139 negroes 
of Rockport for selling their votes on 
election day. The citizens’ committee 
has been actively at work for the past 
month arranging the preliminary evidence 
to be presented to the grand jury. It is 
said an attempt will he made to have 
the blacks who are indicted arraigned in 
court in one day and it is desired that 
they be sent to the state prison at the 
same time. Such a proceeding would be 
a novel thing in the history of Indiana 
jurisprudence. ; 

Other towns in Indiana along the river 
are taking steps to drive the worst ele- 
ment of negroes away. In some towns 
no negro is permitted to live. Vigilance 
committees have been appointed at Grand 
View, Enterprise, Tell City and Leaven- 
worth. Since the.recent trouble at New- 
burg many of the colored people have 
left that town.

James L. Dickey owned the building. 
He stated that it was not insecured. 

The origin of the fire was not known.

Connolly’s Suit Against Carter Is 
Transferred. 

Savannah, Ga., January 28.—(Special.)— 
The suit of M. A. Connolly against Ober- 
lin M. Carter for $4,528 for services al- 
leged to have been rendered prior to and 
during the latter’s court martial took a 
new turn this morning when Carter’s at-

Overruled by Supreme Gourt. 
Washington, January 2—The United 
States supreme court today rendered an 
opinion in the case of the Chicago drain- 
age canal, overruling the demurrers filed 
in the cage by the state of Illinois and 
the Chicago sanitary district board. The 
proceeding was brought by the gtate of 
Missouri against the state of Illinois and 
the drainage board, the end sought be- 
ing to prevent the use of the canal be- 
cause of its supposed pollution of the 
drinking water of St. Louis.

Statement in Papers Filed in Court at 
Chicago Show Estate. 


IT IS VALUED AT $15,000,000 


Armour, Before Death, Gave His 
Sons $30,000,000. 


NO MENTION OF ARMOUR INSTITUTE 


But It Is Stated That He Provided 
for It Before 39s Made 
His Will. 


Chicago, January 28.—The will of the 
late millionaire pork packer and grain 
dealer, P. D. Armour, disposes of an 
estate valued at $15,000,000, according <¢o 
statements made in an application for 
letters testamentary filed in the probate 
court here today by *Valvina B. Armour, 
widow of deceased, and J. Ogden Armour, 
his son, who are made executrix and ex- 
ecutor, and are named as legatees. 

Of the testator’s wealth $14,900,000 is in 
personal property and $100,000 in realty. 
P. D. Armour and Lester Armour, grand- 
children of the testator by his son, F. D. 
Armour, Jr., upon attaining the age of 
twenty-five, shall each receive $1,000,900, 
half of this from Malvina B. Armour, 
their grandmother, and half from J. 
Ogden Armour, theiz uncle. At thirty 
years each is to receive a similar amount 
from grandmother and uncle. To this the 
children and their mother are heirs. The 
instrument is dated Pasadena.

Requires Six Months’ Residence in 
Place as Qualification for 
Postmaster. 


Washington, January 2% —The mator 
portion of the day in the house was | 
occupied in the transaction of District 
of Columbia business. The bill to revise 
and codify the postal laws. which has 
been under consideration at intervals for 
ten days, was finally passed today. Its 
friends succeeded in cqnfining the meas- 
ure strictly to a codification and revision 
of existing laws. 

The most interesting feature of the day 
was an attempt to secure a vote upon 
the senate bill to appoint a commission to 
consider and adjudicate the claims of 
United States citizens against Spain aris- 
ing out of the war with Spain, which 
this government assumed by section 7 of 
the treaty of Paris. These already agere- 
gate $28.000.000. The house at the last 
session recommitted a similar bill with 
instructions to re~ort back a bill to con- 
fer jurisdiction in these cases upon the 
court of claims. Mr. Haugen, of the com- 
mittee on war claims, secured considera- 
tion of a subsfitute for the bill drawn 
in accordance with the instructions of 
the house, and then appealed to the house 
to vote down the substitute and pass the 
senate bill. 

There was some intimation of sharp 
practice over this mode of procedure, par- 
ticularly from Mr. Underwood. of Ala- 
bama, but the matter was settled tempo- 
rarily by postponing consideration of the 
bill until next Monday. 

The sveaker arnointed Messrs. Dalzell 
of Pennsylvania, Grosvenor of Ohio, and 
Richardson of Tennessee members of the 
joint committee to arrange the details of 
the celebration of the centennial anni- 
versary of the appointment of Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall. 

Mr. Brosius, of Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the committee on banking and 
currency, called up his bill to extend 
national bank charters for twenty years. 
He. explained that the charters of 1,713 
national banks would expire July l4. 
1902. 

Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, 
objected to its consideration by unani- 
mous consent. 

Mr. Sheppard, of Texas, offered an 
amendment to the postal codification bill 
providing that every postmaster shall 
have resided within the delivery of his 
office for six months prior to the appoint- 
ment. Some of the s#uthern members. 
notably Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, sup- 
ported the amendment, warmly urging 
that it would put an end to carpetbag- 
ging in the south. But the amendment 
was defeated—36 to 45. 

A rather sensational passage occurred 
between Mr. Flynn. delegate from Okla- 
homa, and Mr. Stephens, of Texas, dur- 
ing the debate. Mr. Stepheng, early in 
the day, refused to give unanjmous con- 
sent for the consideration of an Oklahoma 
bill, whereupon Mr. Flynn attacked Mr. | 
Stephens personally, charging that he | 
had placed in the Fort Hall reservation | 
bill, surreptitiously, a section which -no 
one knew was in the bill. ‘‘Then,’’ Mr. 
Flynn continued, “he telegraphed a man 
in Texas that he had gotten the section 
in the bill, advised him to throw up his 
job, locate a claim and said that he (Mr. 
Stephens) was in with it.’’ 

“Any one who makes that statement 
no matter who he is,’’ shouted Mr. Ste- 
phens, jumping to his feet, ‘‘tells a wilful 
falsehood.”’ 

“Do you deny that you telegraphed to 4 | 
blacksmith to that effect?’’ asked 
Flynn. 

“I reiterate that it is a falsehood.”’ 

“T received my infornfation of the man 
to whom the blacksmith sold out,” re- 
plied Mr. Flynn.

London, January 28.—It was officially 
announced late this evening that King 
Edward had ordered -Saturday to be ob- 
served as a day of general mourning. All 
the banks will be closed and business 
suspended. Almost all the arrangements 
for the funeral thus far are provisional 
and subject to the approval of the king, 
who will come to London tomorrow. 

By order of the king the office of 
works directs that all uraperies displayed 
by citizens shall be of purple. The pro- 
cession from St. George's chapel royal 
at Windsor to Frogmore has been aban- 
doned, and the coffin will remain in the 
chapel until] the day of interment, which 
will probably be Monday. 

Emperor William has commanded Count 
Von Wedel, master of horse, to bring 
six of his majesty’s chargers from Ber- 
lin, and the kaiser, the crown prince and 
the other German officials in attendance 
at the funeral will ride in the proces- 
sion. The gun carriages to be used at 


Cowes and Windsor and in London will. 


be painted the color of khaki and fitted 
with rubber tires. 

A supplement of The Gazette this af- 
ternoon announces it is not desired that 
the public wear deep mourning after 
March 6, but that half mourning should 
be worn until April 17. 

There has been a strong outcry from 
manufacturers and merchants at a pro- 
longed period of mourning, and they have 
already started a petition to King Ed- 
ward begging him to limit the period 
Practically all business will be suspended 
Saturday.

London, January 29.—According to The 
Daily Mail, King Edward, when present- 
ing the insignia of the Order of the Garter 
to Crown Prince Frederick William, said 
it had been his mother’s wish to confer 
the garter, but that being impossible, the 
duty and pleasure devolved upon him- 
self. 

“His majesty then dwelt upon the 
friendly relations between the two royal 
families,’’ says The Daily Mail, ‘“‘rela-

DENIAL MADE OF INTERVIEW

Hoke Smith Denies Saying South 
aever Believed in Silver. 


STATEMENT BY A NEWSPAPER 


Ex-fecretary Takes Exception to an 
Editorial in The Washing- 


ton Post. 


On the occasion of Hon, Hoke Smith's 
visit to Chicago to address the Chicago 
real estate board on January 10th, he 
was interviewed by a reporter of The 
Chicago Chronicle, and the interview was 
made the basis of an editorial in that pa- 
per in which Mr. Smith was given as 
authority for the statement that “the 
south never did believe in free silver, and 
that the advocacy wf that idea by its 
leaders in 189% was without authority 
from the people.”’ 

The interview In question, which was 
shown a reporter of The Constitution yes- 
terday by Mr. Smith, contains no expres- 
sion of the kind quoted, not a sentiment 
that could be thus construed, particularly 
as pertains to the democratic national 
convention of 1896. The editorial based 
thereon is not clear as to whether it pur- 


| ports to quote Mr. Smith literally or mere- 


ly places such a construction on the views 
expressed by him. 

The Washington Post, of the 27th in- 
stant, using the foregoing quotation from 
The Chicago Chronicle as an editorial 
text, under the head of ‘“‘Falsifying His- 
tory,’ forcibly denies that the silver plank 
of the Chicago convention was not rep- 
resentative of the south, and, referring to 
Mr. Smith’s alleged Chicago expression, 

regrets that his judgment prompts him 
to represent the south in the contemptible 
attitude of a great people prostituting 
their convictions and tamely following 
the lead of populist demogogues.’’ 

When Mr. Smith was shown The Wash- 
ington Post's editorial, he emphatically 
denied that he had ever used language in 
an interview in Chicago or elsewhere that 
was open to such an interpretation. On 
the contrary, he said he regarded the 
silver plank of 189% as entirely represen- 
tative of the majority sentiment of the 
southern democracy at that time. 

The editorial in The Washington Post 
follows: 

The Chicago Chronicle has made another 
addition to its long and steadily growing list 
of astonishing discoveries, It has found out~— 
and it quotes the Hon. Hoke Smith to prove 
it—that ‘‘the south never did believe in free 
silver and that the advocacy of that idea 
by its leaders in 1896 was without authority 
from the people.’’ 

Mr, Smith, as our readers will recall, was 
President Cleveland’s secretary of the inte- 
rior until the opening of the campaign of 
1896. He was, of course, an opponent of 
free coinage, He was also proprietor of The 
Atlanta Journal, an anti-silver paper. But 
when he found that the democratic party 
was going into the campaign to fight for |I6 
to |, he resigned his place in the cabinet in 
order that his paper might be free to support 
Bryan in that first and decisive ‘‘battle of 
the standards.’’ His course in that delicate 
matter was strictly honorable from the 
standpoint of the practical politician. He 
sacrificed his personal convictions to the de- 
cision of his party, and he recognized the 
the impropriety of holding a place in Presi- 
dent Cleveland's official household while his 
newspaper remained in and worked for the 
party from which Mr. Cleveland, democracy’s 
only president in a long generation, had 
taken his departur. 

But it would require much more than Mr. 
Smith’s testimohy and the Chronicle’s in- 
dorsement of it, however honest their opin- 
ion may be, to convince the country that the 
south played the hypocrite in the Chicago 
convention of 1896, or was meekly led by 
the populists against the dictates of its own 
judgment. The north will -not believe that 
and the south knows it is not true. The Chi- 
cago declaration for 16 to | was just what 
the political events and the democratic record 
for many preceding years had been leading 
up to—had rendered inevitable. Much more 
than a majority of democratic congressmen 
had declared for 16 to | upon every possible 
occasion for more than fifteen years prior 
to 1896. 

During the early months of that memorable 
year there was an active revival in the silver 
cause. It gained such force that it actually 
frightened many of the most sagacious re- 
publicans. Even in Ohio, the home of Major 
McKinley, the convention which met to ar- 
range for the proper presentation of his name 
at the St, Louis convention was so much in- 
timidated by the free coinage uprising that 
it dared not face the issue, The Ohio straddle 
of #896 was given out early as a model 
for republican conventions in other states 
and a suggestion for the national platform. 
It started a factional fight which ended in 
the gold standard declaration of the national 
platform and the exodus of Senator Teller 
and other uncompromising friends of silver. 

Never were constituents more honestly rep- 
resented by delegates tg a natiomal conven- 
tion than were the sotthern democrats in 
1896. Never was a national convention more 
completely controlled by and faithful to the 
majority of a party. The Post does not intend 
any impeachment of the sincerity of ex-Sec- 
retary Hoke Smith, but it regrets that his 
judgment prompts him to represent the south 
in the contemptible attitude of a great peo- 
ple prostituting their convictions and tamely 
following the lead of populist demagogues. 
There is not a line of political history which 
gives the slightest coloring of truth to the 
assertion quoted at the beginning of this 
article. And it will strike the Georgla dem- 
ocrats as somewhat remarkable that Mr. 
Smith has so s00n forgotten the lesson of his 
conspicuous failure to induce his brethren 
in that state to send an anti-silver delega- 
fion to Chicago. The campaign that Mr. 
Cleveland’s secretary of the interior waged 
on that occasion should have left a deep im- 
pression on hie memory. 

Mrs. Smith Makes. Reply. 

In reply, Mr. Smith said: 

“T do not know how the editor of The 
Chicago Chronicle formed the opinion that 
T ever said ‘The south never did believe 
in free silver, and the advocacy of that 
idea by its leaders in 1896 was without 
authority from the people.’ 

“The publication did not purport to be 
an interview with me. and was given in 
an editorial as an expression of my views 
without pretending to quote me. 

‘In 1896 the delegates from the south to 
the Chicago convention were elected and 
in most cases instructed to advocate the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and the editor of The 
Chronicle is mistaken when he supposes 
that I ever made any statement ques- 
tioning the fact that the delegates acted 
by authority from the people whom they 
represented. 

“T did say to several newspaper men 
in Chicago that I believed the south would 
oppose the free coinage of silver today, 
and that many of the southern delegates 
to the Kansas City convention were op- 
posed to the insertion of a free silver 
plank in the platform, and that they only 
failed ‘to urge their opposition to it on 
account of the fact that Mr. Bryan’s nom- 
ination was a foregone conclusion, and 
they did not feel justified to stand out 
against a platform desired by the candi- 
date who was to run on it.”

cumstances, if not indeed of actual prom- 
ise, to grant independence to the Fill- 
pinos, who, he contended, were able to 
govern themselves. 

“As the result of two years of wasting 
war,” he said, “we occupy about one- 
five hundredth part of that archipelags. 
No district is really ‘pacified.’ We hoid 
the ground our troops stand on, practical- 
ly nothing more. After the elections the 
resistance in the Philippines increased 
and it has been announced in the senate 
within a week that 6,000 American sol- 
diers would be needed in the islands for 
an indefinite period. 

Commits Us to an Empire. 


‘The retention of the Philippines will 
commit us to the whole programme of 
empire. There is a law among nations 
by which a bad appetite grows by what 
it feed¢ on. No nation in history has re- 
sisted it, and to every nation that has 
yielded to it. it has brought dsaster. 
Athens succumbed to it and perished. 
Rome indulged the mad ambition and fol- 
lowed it to her doom. It was the ruin of 
Venice; it will work the destruction of 
England, in my opinion, ere the close of 
this fateful century. Are we, with all the 
lessons of history before us, to prove 
the next victim of this insatiate passion, 
the greatest, most lamentable, most gra- 
tuitous sacrifice in all human tragedy?’’ 


Immediately following Mr. Towne’s 
speech the credentials of his successor, 
Moses E, Clapp, of Minnesota, were pre- 
sented and he was duly sworn in.

These incline to the belief 
that this talk is being advanced by those 
back of the subsidy bill with the idea 
that by so doing they can drive demo- 
crats to a vote on their bill. Their theory 
is that democratic senators, carefu] of 
their own comfort, would let the Dill 
come to a vote rather than have an ex- 
tra session. A republican senator who 
talked with the president at length on 
the matter yesterday is strongly of the 
opinion that the president. wants the 
extra session and that it will come. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock the senate 
found itself without a quorum.

The Right Thing To Do. 

The Cotton Spinners’ Association of 
the south has resolved to undertake the 
exploiting of its own products upon 
the markets.: 

The Constitution for three years 
past has urged this action. During 
the celebrated New Bedford strike, 
brought about largely by the com- 
plaints of the Arkwright Club against 
southern competition, .The Constitn- 
tion, through a member of its staff, un- 
dertook to invade the adversary’s coun- * 
try with the view of getting the truth 
in regard to the whole field. The com- 
missioner sent there for that purpose 
found. present one great obstacle to 
the development of cotton manufac- 
turing in the south. The seat of the 
American cotton manufacturing busi- 
ness was in New England. Through 
this business the people of that sec- 
tion had been made rich. Consequent 
upon the operation of the New Eng- 
land mills, commission merchants, 
transportation men and exporters had 
also grown rich. When a southern mill 
entered the field, its owner had to go to 
Philadelphia, New York or Boston and 
secure permission to have his goods 
placed on the same shelves for sale. 
These mercantile handlers of cotton 
owed the tip to their New England 
friends and they gave it. Accepting 
the southern stock, they were sure to 
do one of two things, either to label 
_it as New England goods or to draw 
the customer’s attention that “Here is 
. the regular American (New England) 
brand, while we have something from 
thé:south that might do.” All of 
which meant that the mercantile field 
was against us, and that we had toa 
fight our way through all kinds of dif- 
ficulties. Loca] rates from the south 
as against through rates from the New 
England mill destroyed the freight dif- 
ference which we should have had. An 
occasional southern cotton mill could 
get. terms, but discrimination was the 
rule. 

As a consequence of this ‘condition 
The Constitution declared for mercan- 
tile emancipation. We declared that 
the policy pursued by southern mill 
men was one of playing into the hands 
of a rival; that where such a rival 
would sell one piece of goods, 1,000 
could be sold by an agent directly in- 
terested. We should have our own 
merchants and commission men. This, 
at last, is what the Southern Cotton 
Spinners’ Association has resolved to 
do, and steps will be taken to organize 
a company, with a large capital, to 
sell yarns direct from the south. Out 
of this sfart the scope should be wid- 
ened, unfil it will embrace the hand- 
ling of all manner of goods, and we 
will sécure direct trade with the cus- 
tomer. 

This recalls an incident of a cotton 
convention held in Augusta some years 
ago, in which Colonel H. H. Hickman, 
of Augusta, and Colonel H. P. Ham- 
mett, of the Piedmont mills, now dead, 
were the speakers. Colone] Hickman 
spoke of the difficulty of securing the 
best results, owing to our reliance upon 
the New York commission men, 

“How. can we triumph over this?” he 
asked. ) 

“Go to the consumer!” thundered 
Colonel Hammett. “Go to China after 
him just like I did.” 

There is the whole solution! 


The'Field Not Yet Touched. 

Notwithstanding all the talk about 
our’ wonderful development of cotton 
manufacturing, the fact proves that 
the’ Unifed States, as yet, is only pid- 
dling at the business, and that our 
work holds no possible proportion to 
that being done abroad. . 

Statistics, recently compiled from 
governmental sources, show that while 
our percentage of growth for the past 
ten Years ‘has been greater than that 
of any other nation, that Europe, al- 
though buying most of its cotton from 
the United States, exported in 1900 
more than $400,000,000 worth of cot- 
ton manufactures, while our own man- 
ufacturers were exporting “bout $21,- 
000,000 worth. This suggests great fu- 
turé possibilities for a people for whom 
nature has done so much in her supply 
of the raw cotton and of all the re- 

ents for its manufacture. 

The British bureau of. statistics 
shows the exportation of cotton cloth 
from the United Kingdom to the va- 
rious parts of the world for the years 
1898, 1899 and 1900.. It shows that the 
total exportation of cotton piece goods 
of all kinds in 1900 was 5,034,250,600 
yards, of about twenty times our own 
exports for ‘the year, desp!te the fact 
that four-fifths of the raw cotton from 
which it was made was produced in 
the United States. The total importa- 
tions of raw cotton into the United

United 
Kingdom in that year was £62,082,313, 
or $300,000,000. True, the United King- 
dom has not materially increased 
her exportations of cotton goods in 
the decade during which the Unit 

States has more than doubled her e 

ports in that line; yet she has steadil 

and sturdily held her own in the mar- 


kets of the world against” ggres- 
sions of other countries. The exp 
of cotton piece goods from the Uni 


Kingdom in 1890 were 5,124,966,000 
yards, and in 1900, as already stated, 
5,034,250,000 yards. Germany’s exports 
of cotton manufactures, which are 
stated in her official publications in 
kilogrammes, and not in yards, in- 
creased from 26,285,400 kilogrammes in 
1890 to 37,166,000 kilogrammes in 1899. 
From France the exports of cotton 
manufactures in 1890 were. 17,286,000 
kilos and in 1899, 32,008,000 kilos. 

Is there not hope in these figures? 
There are those who decry the rapid 
strides of American manufacture,. for 
fear the business -will “be overdone. 
There are even cotton manufacturers it 
the south who refuse'to give informa- 
tion as to their business for fear that 
it will bring’ about overproduction, 
when it is not a question of produc- 
teon at all. but of location. Here we 
grow $500,000,000 worth of lint cotton, 
of which we only exported $21,000,000 
in manufactured state, while England 
alone, purchasing the lint pone our 
fields and shipping it by rail twice 
and ocean once 5,000 miles, manufac- 
tures it and re-exports. $400,000,000, 
worth of piece goods. 

The only precaution necessary in the 
south is that of securing commercial 
placement. As fast as American piece 
goods merchants can receive orders for 
the goods, it is perfectly safe to build 
the mills to meet the demand. What 
we want to attract to the south is not 
only the mercantile demand for our 
product in manufactured form, but the 
workmen who make these $400,000,000 
worth of goods. These millions of 
operatives would build up a vast army 
of consumption, who would need coru, 
potatoes, meats, eggs, butter and every 
It would create 
a home market for those articles which 
cannot be exported. It would place 
within wagon ride of every farmer a 
community where he might dispose of 
a wagon load of his varied_products 
every day in the year. 

Just look at the figures—$21,000,000 
to $400,000,000! Why not make the 
larger figures our own? 


The Head of the Rothschilds. 

The head of the Rothschilds, Baron 
Wilhelm von Rothschild, grandson of 
the man who started the house, died 
in Frankfort the other day, seventy- 
three years old, after a business life 
of fifty years. 

The baron was the uncle of the three 
London members, and had handled 
many of the largest loans for Ger- 
many’s government. He had about 
$40,000,000 invested in American se- 
curities, but his only child, a daughter, 
will not come into all of his fortune, 
as the family have an agreement to 
leave their capital in the firm. The 
London nephews are all English no- 
blemen, but the dead man was strong- 
ly German in his leanings. There are 
twenty Rothschild families in Europe, 
all connected and all wealthy. It is 
estimated that the whole banking sys- 
tem represents something approaching 
a billion dollars, though it is doubt- 
ful whether one outside of the family 
knows the exact amount. The Paris 
branch has a nominal capital of $10,- 
000,000. but its own resourcés can only 
be faintly surmised when it is recalled 
that in 1841 it lost $60,000,000, but not 
for a moment was the house checked 
in its business. 

A singular thing about the Roths- 
child millionaires, areditable to the ef- 
ficacy of Jewish family discipline, is 
that with all the millions and the great 
number of descendants, the family has 
yet to be disgraced by a single one of 
them. a 

The Private Detective. 

Recent developments in which pri- 
vate detectives have figured have led to 
a movement for a withdrawal of the 
privileges that have been accorded 
them by the city. 

It is the duty of the properly quali- 
fied officers of both city and state to 
enforce the laws and to pursue all nec- 
essary Inquiries. Such men are known, 
and they are responsible to their supe- 
riors to such an extent that they can 
never go very far astray. Their sér- 
vices belong to the public. Even if 
they fail of success occasionally, bet- 
fer that than a wholesale prostitution 
of the power of private inquest at the 
hands of {frresponsible men.

ading as officers of the law, to which 
teal wi under no bond whatever, they 
deal \with the whole question ag a per- 
sonal perquisite, and are thus more 
concerned about money secured than 
justice promoted. It may be that some 
of these men could do the city and 
the State good service, but they should 
be/placed straight upon the police roll, 
under sworn obedience to the board of 
police commissioners, with the neces- 
sity of making full reports to that 
body, just as is done by the regular 
force. They should also be made sub- 
je¢t to the chief of police and be re- 
quired to keep him fully informed of 
the work they have in hand as it pro- 
gresses. 

It is quite certain, from the develop- 
ments alluded to, that tRe present sys- 
tem is entirely wrong, and that any 
change would be an improvement.

Hazing at the Virginia Military In- 


stitute. 


Editor Constitution: I congratulate the 
country at large over the excellent work ac- 
complished by the congressional committee 
in investigating hazing at West Point, It 
shows what a little common sense can some- 
times accomplish when supposed expert in- 
formation and fitness fails entirely. The mil- 
itary committee, made up evidently of mili- 
tary martinets and in strong sympathy with 
prevailing methods at, West Point, marched 
up the hill and marched down again and gave 
the boys an entirely clear bill of health! 
Their finding was simply ridiculous! 

I hope this shake-up, before it lets up, 
will reach what is popularly supposed to 
be the West Point of the south—the Virginia 
Military Institute at Lexington, Virginia. It 
became necessary for me to personally inves- 
tigate hazing there last September, and I 
West 
. Hoint is bad, that at the V. M. I, is worse 
and more cowardly. I was inveigled into 
patronizing this school by a representation 
in their catalogue that all cadets were re- 
quired to take a solemn oath that they would 
not engage in hazing in any form while con- 
nected with the institute. I found, in truth, 
such an oath was so required, but the boys 
as @ whole claim the oath was compulsory 
and therefore not binding, amd they held 
themselves free to engage in all the hazing 
they wanted. This is really not true, for I 
myself saw the oath a@ministered, and it was 
not compulsory at all. The ‘boy could take 
it or not, and it’ is pot. fdreed on him at all, 
and I pronounce any violation of such an oath 
when once taken as flagrant a violation of a 
man’s honor as he could ever make at any 
time and under any circumstances. 

[ can speak with some authority on :haz- 
ing at military schools; for in my earlier 
years I had considerable training at one of the 
best the south has ever had~the South Caro- 
lina Military Academy at Columbia and 
Charleston. There was no hazing there. I 
was there at a time when they were turn- 
ing out genuine goldiers for the great civil 
war, and not the toy dress-parade article 
they are now sending froth from West Point 
and Lexington, and I can testify that hazing 
is nO more necessary for the education, and 
training of a soldier than pulling 6f legs and 
wings of a fly is for the bringing up of a 
child. Both are equally brutal and cowardly; 
but I would award the palm for the greater 
meanness to the former, for the latter may 
be more or less excusable from ignorance 
when the former is hot, 

Hazing as practiced at the Virginia Mill- 
tary Institute has.much fin common with that 
at West Point as brought out by the con- 
gressional committee, but there are two pop- 
ular features at the Virginia Military Insti- 
tue which seem to be too low down and cow- 
ardly to be practiced at West Point. Oné Is 
that known as ‘bucking,’ consisting of mak- 
igg & plebe bend over a table while the older 
cadets beat him wifh an tron ramrod or 
broomstick. Not only fs this extremely hu- 
miliating to the plebe, but it is also very 
painful, and. he is apt to be seriously. dam- 
aged for life. The other’is the cursing of the 
plebe by the older or cadet officer while the 
latter is in ranks drilling or marching him. 
I understand this cowardly Insult to the help- 
less plebe is not permitted by cadets at West 
Point, but I know it ig*freely ihdulged in 
I ound 
moralg at the Virginia Military Institute at 
a low ebb.. This is tluétrated by a canver- 
sation which recently, geetrred there. An 
older cadet approachéd a newly arrived 
plebe and said: ‘‘Rat, do you smoke?’ ‘‘No, 
sir,’ replied the plebe. ‘‘Do you curse?’’ 
*“‘No, sir.’’ “Do you drink?’ ‘‘No, sir."’ 
“‘Well,”’ replied the older cadet, ‘‘before you 
leave here you will be doing all three just 
like your brother.”’ It seems that the plebe 
has an older brother who has been a cadet 
there for some time and is known among 
the boys as having acquired all three of 
these varied accomplishments (7). It is in- 
deed pitiful that this young soul, fresh from 
the restraining influences of a mother’s 
love, should be thrown into this vortex to 
be contaminated and perhaps ruined for life 
by these polluting influences! I am prepared 
to give the names of these two brothers. 
Yes, smoking, cursing and drinking are al! 
indulged in at the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute—the former two very freely. I found 
the sutler in one of the bullaftes of the 
school, besides offering ples and {ce cream, 
also displaying a line of tobacco goods for 
sale, including the cigarette. 

The conduct in the mess hall is disgraceful). 
There are no professors or sub-professors 
about during meals, the older cadets suppos- 
ing to have a “‘salutary’’ influence on the 
newly arrived plebes. It is ‘‘salutary’’ with 
a vengeance! The older cadets are scat- 
tered around the different tables among the 
new arrivals, and they perform all kinds of 
disgraceful things on the latter, such as 
throwing glasses at the plebe and making 
him catch them, drinking up all the milk 
like hogs so the plebe can get none, and fore- 
ing him to eat all kinds of unpalatable 
messes, etc. 

Altogether, hazing at the Virginia Military 
Institute needs investigating and deep prob- 
ing, not by incompetent military martinets, 
but by a committee of the Virginia legislature, 
who will handle the situation with common 
sense and gloves off. They should not put in 
all their time investigating the boys, but 
should start in at the top and go through 
from the superintendent, General Shipp, down. 
The latter had the hardihood to tell me that 
hazing made men of boys, proving he is really 
in sympathy with it! I hold him primarily 
responsible for the revolting conditions existing 
at the Virginia Military Institute, and at 
which the shade of old ‘‘Stonewall,”’ if it 
ever stalks before there, would indeed writhe 
in misery. 

If the legislature will appoint a committee 
of investigation, I would like to appear before 
them, and in doing so, I am not only pre- 
pared to furnish facts_and names, but also 
to give circumstances which will be proved 
not only to be true, but will make their hair 
stand on end!

Mr. Burton Smith, member 
of the committee from the National Bar 
Association on Marshall memorial, 
will speak as a member of that 
body, and as stateed, President Ab- 
bott will represent the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation.

This woman was sup- 
posed to be Lena Hoaney, whom Cobb 
charges with decoying off his daughter. 

The distracted father is an elderly man 
and his little family consisted of himself, 
a fourteen year old son and his pretty 
young daughter. 

Kirby is said to have visited the girl 
several times and Cobb objected on the 
ground that his -daughter was not old 
enough to receive such attention. 

Sunday night Cobb and his two chil- 
dren visited the family of C. H. Mont- 
gomery, and while they were there Ora 
slipped off, and it is charged that the 
Hoaney woman enticed her from the 
house to get her to meet Kirby, who was 
in waiting near by. 

Cobb says he will not listen to his 
daughter marrying Kirby, as he is a 
middle-aged man and his daughter scarce- 
ly more than a child. 

‘My child is too young,"’ said Cobb to 
Captain Jennings, “and evén if she were 
old enough I would not let her marry 
such a man as Kirby. He has kidnaped 
my’ daughter and he shall suffer to the 
full extent of the law. If they have mar- 
ried I will still prosecute him, for she 
is not old enough to give her consent to 
such a marriage. I consider it my duty 
to protect my child and shall do it if 
there is any power in the courts to punish 
such a man.” 

The reason Cobb suspects the Hoaney 
woman of being mixed up in the affair 
is because while he and Montgomery 
were away from the latter’s home a few 
minutes on business the Hoaney woman 
is said to have called there and a minute 
or two later Ora was gone. 

Kirby at one time worked in the woolen 
mills in Atlanta, but moved away and 
went to Opelika. He has probably mar- 
ried Ora and taken his bride to that 
town. 

Cobb will probably have the pair 
brought back to Atlanta, and if he car- 
ries out his present intentions he will 
prosecute Kirby on the charge of kidnap- 
ing.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 


. AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


OVERNOR CANDLER will prob- 
{3 ably not go to Brunswick to at- 
tend the maritime congress to be 
heid there tomorrow. He said yesterday 
he had not finally determined, but he did 
not think he would go. The governor 
declined to discuss the recent sensational 
talk about the alleged movement to in- 
dorse the ship subsidy bill by that gath- 
ering. It is well understood that the 
governor signed the call on the under- 
Standing that it was to be purely a 
business gathering and free from poli- 
tics. When.asked about the recent turn 
the matter has taken, he said he had 
nothing to say at the present time. 

The governor’s friends are naturally 
indignant at the disposition manifested 
to make the congress an occasion for 
attempting to indorse a measure which 
is obnoxious not only to the governor, 
but to all true democrats, and they feel 
that the movement is in a certain sense 
directed against him. That there is 
something back of the matter other than 
an effort to indorse a purely republican 
measure, seems almost apparent. Just 
what it is, however, may not develop un- 
til after the congress has been held. 

The Georgia democracy is unalterably 
opposed to the Hanna-Payne measure, 
whose only object is to loot the treasury 
in behalf of rich transatlantic compa- 
nies; and if any attempt is made at 
Brunswick to indorse it, the Georgians 
present will, doubtless. see that it meets 
the fate it deserves. 


The case of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad against the comptroller gen- 
eral, relative to state, county and munic- 
ipal taxes from the Georgia railroad on 
account of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad debentures, formerly held by the 
Georgia railroad, was continued yesterday 
in the United States court, under agree- 
ment between Mr. A. C. King, represent- 
ing the Louisville and Nashville, and 
Attorney General Terrell, for the state. 
The case will be reassigned for such date 
as may be agreed upon by these attor- 
neys. This case presents an interesting 
question, and, as the continuance was by 
agreement, it would indicate that both 
Mr. King and the attorney general have 
considerable doubt as to the law involved. 


This is a true story, for one of the 
participants told it: the other would, 
doubtless, substantiate it if he could be 
found and had the power to articulate.

Hon. A. E. Cochran, of Waycross, who 
was one of the Georgia presidential elec- 
tors, was at the capitol yesterday, and 
called at the office of the prison commis- 
sion with reference to the case of Henry 
Manning, a white man, sent to the peni- 
tentiary for ten years from Wayne coun- 
ty for voluntary manslaughter. Manning 
has already served four years, and an ef- 
fort is being made to get him a pardon 
on the ground that the jury that con- 
victed him recommended the lowest pos- 
sible penalty. The commission. will 
doubtless, take up the case this week. 


Judge J. S. Florence, ordinary of Jas- 
per county, called at the office of State 
Treasurer Park yesterday and collected 
over $6,000 for the pensioners of his coun- 
ty. Judge Florence is, himself, a well 
known veteran, having lost an arm in 
the second battle of Manassas. Pensions 
are paid through him to thirty-two fed- 
eral pensioners, mostly colored, and to 
about eighty confederate veterans of Jas- 
per county.

A tee on hospita]) and charities, held 
at the city hall at noon yesterday, 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy was elected to take 
charge gf the contagious disease hospital 
until the next meeting of council, and Dr. 
Longino, chairman of the committee, was 
authorized to adopt such measures to- 
ward taking charge of county patients 
as he deemed advisable. 

Within the past ten days, so Dr. Ken- 
nedy stated, he had been in charge of 
the patients at the hospital for conta- 
gious diseases, but that Dr. B. W. Biz- 
zell, chairman of the committee on con- 
tagious diseases of the board of health, 
had notified him he could only visit those 
patients after having received written 
permission, 

It was stated that an agreement, ex- 
isted between the city a county by 
which the city took charge othe county 
patients, receiving adequate pay for the 
work. Dr. Kennedy had been employed 
by the county board to attend county 
patients in the city hospital. Committee- 
man Minhinnett offered a resoluion which 
was unanimously passed giving Dr. Ken- 
nedv authority to visit county patients 
in the hospital whenever he desired, with- 
out havirig to get permission from any 
one. 

When the meeting opened, Dr. Longino 
stated he understood that the county 
physician had had difficulty in getting the 
city to take patients. Dr. McRae, who 
explained that he appeared before the 
committee as a citizen and ohysician, 
stated Dr. Bizze had said that, owing 
to certain friction existing between the 
health board and the committee on hos- 
pital and charities, he had instructed the

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VIOLENCE NARROWLY _ 
AVERTED IN JURY ROOM 


It was developed vesterday that the dc- 
lberations of the jury before which was 
tried Jast week the case of Henry Evans, 
the negro youth charged with murder, 
came very near being attended by serious 
trouble. According to information re- 
ceived last night, this was caused by a 
juror who insisted on nolding ‘out and 
who failed to go over to the side of the 
other eleven jurors. 

The jury went out on the case last 
Wednesday and a sealed verdict was 
reached Thursday afternoon about 5 
o’clock. This verdict was opened in 
Judge Candler’s court yesterday morning 
and found the defendant guilty, bet 
recommended him to the mercy of the 
court, which means a sentence of life 
imprisonment. 

It was stated last night that a verdict 
would have been reached within a few 
minutes after the jury left the courtroom 
sf it had not been for the one juror. It is 
svid that eleven of the jurors stood for 
conviction, while he held qut for ac~- 
quittal. The other jurors used all kinds 
of persuasive argument to bring him over 
and complete the twelve necessary for a 
verdict, but he rémained firm. 


| The jury hung this way for hours and 


hours, and finally the remainder of the 
jury began to manifest restlessn+ss and 
anger, as the result of the obstinacy of 
this one man. He would not yield his 
position, however, and declared accord- 
ing to statements, that he would remain 
in the juryroom until the place rotted 
down before he would agree to convict. 
the negro. 

More hours went by, and there was no 
change in the deadlock. This was a case 
where one man was proving too much 
for eleven, and this fact exasperated the 
other jurymen. They became impatient 
with the apparently unconquerable juror, 
and, it is stated, proceeded to inform him 
what they thought of him. He was 
charged with being a professional juror, 
but even this did not swerve him from 
his stanch position. 

At this juncture trouble began to brew, 
and it is said that it appeared as if the 
eleven jurors were about to endeavor to 
bring the one juror into subjection by the 
use of violerce, Actual trouble, how- 
ever, was averted, and finally, after keep- 
ing the jury out for thirty hours, the ob- 
stinate juryman finally consented to a 
verdict of guilty, on the condition that if 
at any time the jury should ascertain 
that they had done wrong, each juryman 
would sign a petition for a pardon. -This 
was agreeable to the other jurymen, and 
the verdict was written. 
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PET STRAHAN’S HUSBAND 
FALLS HEIR TO A-FORTUNE 
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an Estate of $125,000. 
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Fayne Strahan Moore, the Atlanta Girl, Now on the London Stage, 
and Whose Husband Is in Sing Sing, Has Suddenly Oome Into 
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W his. wife, Fayne Moore, or as she 
was known in Atlanta, ‘Pet’’ 
Strahan, badgered Martin Mahon, a New 
York hotel proprietor, has fallen heir to 
a fortune of $125,000. 

The news has revived interest in one 
of the most famous and sensational cases 
the New York police ever had to deal 
with. Moore is now serving a twelve- 
year sentence in Sing Sing. “*Pet”’ 
Strahan, or as she called herself at the 
time of her arrest, Fayne Moore, is sup- 
posed to be in London in the chorus of 
‘The Messenger Boy” at the Gaiety 
theatre. She is said to be living now un- 
der the name of Madelaine Wilson. 

The Constitution received yesterday ‘the 
following dispatch from New York, tell- 
ing of Moore's inheritance: 

New York, January 28.—(Special.) 
Condemned to spend twelve years 
more in a cell at Sing Sing, William 
A. E. Moore, who with Fayne Moore, 
his wife, badgered hotel proprietor 
Martin Mahon, has fallen heir to a 
fortune of $125,000. Moore has spent 
two years in a felon’s garb. His 
task is in the Sing Sing quarry, and 
he must continue to break stone while 
the interest is multiplying on his 
inheritance. Had the fortune come 
two years earlier, Moore and his beau- 
tiful wife, driven to crime as they 
were for want of money, would now 
take up an honored place in society. 
The inheritance that came too late 
to keep Moore from prison is a quar- 
ter of the estate of $500,000 left by hig 
uncle, the late Captain J. W. Moore, 
a wealthy vessel owner of Cleveland. 

Moore’s share consists of a hand- 
some house and tot on Duane street, 
in Cleveland, some cash, and an in- 
terest in Captain Moore's lake fleet. 
The other heirs are the dead man’s 
two sisters and one brother. 

When Moore was told of his good 
fortune today, he said to Warden 
Johnson: 

“IT expected the whole $500,000, but 
even $125,000, had it come two years 
ago, might have saved me; but it is 
too late now.’”’ 

It was learned recently that his 
wife is a chorus girl in London, play- 
ing in “The Messenger Boy’’ at the 
Gaiety theater under the name of 
Madelaine Wilson. 

Newspaper readers have not forgot the 
Story of the crime that kept Moore and 
“Pet” Strahan before the public for 
many months. Moore was one of the 
most thorough paced scoundrels and 
despicable blacKguards that the New 
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ILLIAM A. E. MOORE, who, with York police. have ever known. 


A typical 
criminal in appearance, he did not belie 
his looks. He is said to have sprung 
from a wealthy and highly respectable 
family who, previous to his final crime, 
had pulled him out of many escapades. 
From his earliest youth he had been an 
incorrigible. 

Before. ‘‘Pet"’ 
went to New York, because of her strik- 
ing beauty and for other reasons she was 
one of the best known girls in town. 

In New York she led a spangled exist- 
ence for two or three years before she 


met Moore, and became in a way some- 
thing of a celebrity. Moore married her 
and began to cast about for some way 
to support her without working. Fayne 
Moore, as she now @alled herself, was a 
woman of striking beauty and command- 
ed a vast amount of attention at the all 
night restaurants and other resorts she 
and her husband attended. 

When the couple had finally about ex- 
hausted their resources and were sailing 
pretty close to the wind, Moore perguaded 
his family to secure for him the appoint- 
ment as consul to Durban. south Africa. 
| Glad to get him out of the country, his 
people did as he wisheé. He had hardly 
got to his new post before he became 
involved in some shady transaction and 
was forced to flee the country. He and 
his wife wert to Paris. Vague stories of 
how he had fleeced a Frénch nobleman 
out of several thousand francs, using his 
wife as a decov, leaked out and were 
hushed up. 

Then_the pair turned up itn New York. 
In a little while they were penniless. 
Moore gambled and played the races with 
no success. Then they tried other 
schemes for making a living. They be- 
gan to work the badger game. 

In the winter of 1898 Martin Mahon, the 
proprietor of the New Amsterdam hotel 
on Fourth avenue tn New York, was en- 
ticed to Fayne Moore’s room in an uptown 
hotel. .Mahon had known “Pet” Strahan 
when she first went to New York, and, 
as was testified later during the trial, 
“had been good to her when she was 
sick.”’ 

Moore, who was a cruel and essentially 
brutal man, cared for Fayne Moore in a 
certain fashion. He was masterful in a 
bulldog manner and had the woman com- 
pletely under his influence. He ruled her 
because he was so completely wicked 
He was selected by the state as the one 
to pay for the crime, He was sent up 
and his wife was réleased, She went 
abroad almost immediately dnd has lived 
fhere ever since. Whether she will come 


back and attempt to gain possession of 
the fortune Moore has inherited remains 
to be seen.

HEARING CLOSED 


No More Arcument To Be Heard 
on That Line 


HOT WORDS PASS IN MEETING 


Mr. Hurt Says His Company Would 
Be Able To Do More for Forrest 
Avenue Than the Other 
Street Railway 


Company. wk 


At a meeting of the street railway com- 
mittee of council yesterday afternoon 
Chairman Reed announced the Forrest 
avenue matter closed to further debate 
and stated that a hearing on the petition 
for @ grant on Peters street by the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company would be 
had at 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 

During session of the committee 
hot y meade Rwcace between Attoeney 
Charlies Hopkins and Joel Hurt. and for 
a time it looked as if the meeting was 
destined to take even a more sensational 
turn. This, however, was averted and 
the remainder of the session passed off 
without further incident. 

When adjournment was deqjared Mr. 
Hurt and Mr. Hopkins met in the council 
chamber and from what passed between 
them then it appears that both seemed 
to regret what had previously occurred. 
It is expected that an amicable adjust- 
ment of differences between the two 
will be made. 

The meeting opened when the chairman 
asked Mr. Hurt if he wished to be heard 
on any matter. Mr. Hurt replied that he 
did, and thanked the committee for al- 
lowing him that privilege. He stated 
that before going into the matéer of fran- 
chises he wished to say a few words 
touching a previous meeting of the com- 
mittee, at which he was not present, but 
where his name had been mentioned as 
he had seen by published reports of the 
session. 

He said Mr. Peters had been quoted 
as saying he had acted ip bad faith in 
the Forrest avenue matter. ‘It is not 
true that I have acted in bad faith.”’ «ald 
Mr. Murt. ‘‘Why, my dear sir, I have not 
acted at all.” 

Regarding 3-Cent Fares. 

Mr. Hurt went on to sav that if either 
company was to be granted a franchise 
on Forrest avenue he thought the peti- 
tion of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company was a superior one. He stated 
his company was better able to serve 
the general public, because, he said, it 
had more lines to connect with. ‘The 
citizens on Forrest avenue,’’ he continued, 
“are not the only ones in Atlanta in- 
terested in that street. It is to the in- 
terest of all that this franchise should be 
granted to the Atlanta -Railway and 
Power Comnany.”’ 

“If you allow their track to go on the 
street_ from Peachtree to Jackson, you 
would soon have an application to con- 
demn our tracks. I do not oppose a line 
on Forrest avenue, and if the committee 
favors giving the other company a fran- 
chise, and it does not interfere with 
our tracks, then I would not oppose 
"7 

Mr. Hurt said, among other things, 
that he would be in favor of contriputing 
to the opening of Forrest avenue through 
to the Boulevard if street cars might 
run on it. 

“Mr. Hurt,’ said Chairman Reed, “how 
long would it take you to complete a line 
on that street?’’ 

‘We would have a road built in‘sixty 
days,’’ replied Mr. Hurt. 

“Would you take it under a 3-cent fare 
provision?’’ Committeeman Grady’ asked. 

“No, sir,”’ said Mr. Hurt, “I would 
not.”’ 

In reply to another question as [to 
whether there was an ordinance regulat- 
ing the fare éf the Power Company, Mr. 
Hurt replied that there w 
company had its lines in operat 
the ordinance was passed. At th 
he reverted to a matter which 
touched on once before during his talk. 
He gaid that there were some who “wetfe 
far more inerested than just getting a 
ling to their property.”’ 

“We have various collaterial interests,”’ 
said Mr. Hurt, “throughout our whole 
pig rare and business that may affect 
a Man one way or another. I do not be- 
lieve that all of the gentlemen who have 
appeared as citizens on Forrest avenue 
ought to be regarded as unbiased work- 
ers for the lipe.

MAY BE ESTABLISHED 


THMPORARY reformatory for the 
A youthful criminals of Fulton coun- 
ty may be placed in operation with- 
in a very short time, to do service until 
the new reformatory is constructed. Such 
@ plan will be presented by Commissioner 
Walter R. ‘Brown to the board of county 
commissioners at its mext regular meet- 
ing, to be held tomorrow week, and he 
will urge the necessity of its adoption. 
Commissioner Brown's idea is to con- 
, vert the farmhouse and outhouses on the 
site recently purchased by the board for 
the reformatory into a temporary insti- 
tution, to which the white boys who are 
now in jail and who may be convicted 
before the courts may be sent immediate- 
ly, without having to go to the chaingang. 
He will also urge the election of a su- 
perintendent at this meeting to have 
charge of the buildings and grounds and 
to superintend the operation of the tem- 
porary reformatory. Now that the coun- 
ty ownB the site and the present build- 
ings, Commissioner Brown is anxious that 
something be doné at Once for the up- 
lifting of the erring youth of the county. 
In discussing the plan yesterday after- 
noon Commissioner Brown said: “I be- 
lieve that we should do something at once 


for the betterment of the white youths 
who are in jail ami who may be sent 
there before the reformatory is ready for 
the reception of inmates. The construc- 
tion and equipment of the institution will 
likely require about six months, and in 
the meantime we could be caring for the 
wayward boys. 

“Tf the site is not utilized in some man- 
ner, however, the buildings and grounds 
wii simply remain idle and the county 
will lose an entire year’s crop, receiving 
no benefit whatever from the place. An 
excellent opportunity is here presented 
for a temporary reformgtory and the 
good effects of such an institution can be- 
gin to be realized at once.” 

Applicants for the position of super- 
intendent for the reformatory are al- 
ready beginning to appear and the elec- 
tion before the board promises to be quite 
lively. Messrs. A. J. Haygood, W. C. 
Maddox, Dr. Walker and others are can- 
didates for the place and they will pros- 
ecute their efforts energetically. 

It appears to be the desire of the mem- 
bers of the board to secure the realiza- 
tion of the reformatory as soon as possi- 
ble, and as soon 4s the plans are in read- 
iness and the contract let, actual work 
will in all probability begin in a very few 
days.

The officers stated°that they really had 
no right under the law to shoot the dog. 
but a ‘case could be made against Mr. 
Toy for allowing a vicious dog to run 
at large, provided he had had notice that 
the dog was vicious. ! 

Mr. Toy stated that he regretted the 
accident greatly and would do what he 
could to assist the Curtis family. He 
had the dog tied up and will keep it un- 
der close watch for three weeks. 

The dog sank six teeth in the child’s 
leg, and two of the bites were at least a 
quarter of an inch in the flesh.

‘SEEKS INJUNCTION 


Objects to Street Railway in Front of 


His Residence. 


STOPPED WORK YESTERDAY 


Order Granted Temporarily Restrain- 
ing Work of Company. 


THE HEARING IS SET FOR FEBRUARY 2

Brown Attacks the Charter of the 
Company and Alleges it Is 
: Operating Illegally. 


Attorney Julius ll, Brown yesterday 
filed a petition in the superior court seek- 
ing to enjoin the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company from laying tracks on 
two blocks of Washington street. The 
railway company began work yesterday 
morning about 6 o’clock to lay this track 
and a short time later the work was 
stopped by a temporary restraining order 
procured by Attorney Brown from Judge 
Lumpkin. 

The section of the street affected is be- 
tween Woodward avenue and Clark street 
and between which streets the attorney 
resides, _The object°*for which he obtain- 
ed the temporary restraining order and 
for which he is seeking a permanent in- 
junction, is to prevent the construction 
of a street railway line in front of his 
residence. Mr. Brown has had his pe- 
tition in readiness since last August, but 
the opportunity to pring it into action 
never presented itself until yesterday. He 
had been watching the company and 
waiting’”for them to make a move. 

In his petition Mr. Brown attacks the 
charter of the Railway and Power .Com- 
pany, claiming that it Is illegal. He 
says if the charter is illegal the city can 
make them pay any amount for their 
franchises that it may be disposed to do. 
Mr, Brown claims that the charter under 
which the company is operating was 
granted by the legislature under the gen- 
éral railway act, and he says that a 
street railway charter granted under this 
act is null and void. 

The petition charges that the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company, the Metropoli- 
tan Street. Railway Company and other 
street railway companies were consoli- 
dated for the purpose of creating a mo- 
nopoly, contrary to the laws of the state 
of Georgia. It igs alleged that the object 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany to construct a line on the two blocks 
of ‘Washington street in question is to 
tie together the Atlanta Street Railway 
Company and the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, and he wants to pre- 
vent such action. It is alleged that Mr. 
Brown is the holder of a share of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
and that Mr. Joel Hurt endeavored to buy 
this share. Mr, Brown claims that he 
offered to sell this share if the company 
wou.d agree not to operate a line in 
front of his residenoe, but that he still 
holds it. 

'What the Pétion Alleges. 

The petition alleges that on May 16, 


.1891, a charter was granted the Atlanta 


Consolidated Street ‘Railway Company by 
Governor W. JNorthen, but at that time 


there was no Jaw of the state authoriz- 
ing the governor to grant such a char- 
ter. The legislature, it is claimed, recog- 
nizing that there was no such law, pass- 
ed an act entitled: 

“An act to ratify and confirm the in- 
corporation of street and suburban rail- 
road companies under the general law 
for the incorporation of railroads and 
to regulate the same, approved 27th Sep- 
tember, 1881, and amendments theret 
and far other purposes.” 

This act, it is claimed. was approved 
August 31, 1891,,which was subsequent to 
the alleged pretended grant of the char- 
ter. 

The petitioner further says that said 
act was unconstitutional, null and void. 
Article 1 of the constitution of Georgia 
section 3, paragraph 2, code section $730, 
is cited as follows: “Paragraph 2. At- 
tainder, ex post facto law. retroactive 
laws, etc. No bill of attainder, ex post 
facto law, retroactive law, or law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts, or making 
irrevocable grants of specia] privileges 
or immunities, shall be passed.” 

The petition alleges that the act ap- 
proved August 31, 1891, is a retroactive 
law and is null and void and that the 
amendments changing the name to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
did not retroact or grant any of the pow- 
ers claimed to have been granted in the 
original pretended charter. It is also al-. 
leged that the railway company has not 
turned in its full property for taxation 

The plaintiff alleges that a street rail- 
way line constructed in front of his home 
would damage him to the amount of $10.- 
000 and that a double track system would 
incur irreparable damage, 

Judge Lumpkin set the 
petition for February 24d. 


COOL, FAIR WEATHER. 


High Winds of Last Few Days 
Caused by Storms on New 
England Coast. 

Professor Marbury, of the local weather 
station, said yesterfay that the recent 
high winds, attaining -a velocity of forty 
miles an hour Sunday night, were caused 
by the severe storm raging. along the 
New England coast, central yesterday 
near Portland, Me. He said there was 
small probability of a material change of 
temperature. The forecast for the next 
thirty-six hours is fair, with a night 
temperature well up in the thirties prob- 
able. No temperature below zero was re- 
corded anywhere on the national weather 
map yesterday. 

Those who are feeling good over the 
mildness of the winter should not neglect 
to take February’s record into account. 
More snow has fallen in February in At- 
lanta than in any other month. In 1899 
a snowfall! of 6.5 inches was recorded for 
the month; in 1889, 7 inches, and in 1885, 
4-7 inches. On February 13, 1899, the 
mercury fell to 8% degrees below zero, 
However, the mean temperature for Feb- 
ruary is higher than for January, being 
46.2; in January, 42.6. The average Jan- 
uary rainfall is 5.47 inches; that for Feb- 
ruary, 4.94. :

BEER’S DISCOURSE ON COTTON. 


Crescent City Was in Tune with 
New York Feeling. 

New Orleans, La., January 28.—Liver- 
pool advices were not encouraging, there- 
fore our market opened 2 points lower, 
subsequently advanced 8 to 12 in sympa- 


thy with the squeeze of near months in / 


New York. Later, a decline of 11 to 12 
from the top was estaWiished, in conse- 
quence of the port and interior receipts 
being too free, but near the close a 
slight reaction took place, the final figures 
showing no toss on the near positions, 
and about 1 lower on the others. Port 
receipts for the three days, while 2,000 
under last year, are 13,000 in excess of last 
week. The four principal interior towns 
for the three days aggregate 29,000 in re- 
ceipts, against 26,000 last year and ,20,000 
last week and only lose in stock 1,800 this 
year, against a loss of 10,000 last year. It 
can be seen that the movement is on the 
ascending scale, and though the port re- 
ceipts may in all probability be smaller 
than last year during the next few days, 
still the gain in interior stocks will offset 
this loss at the ports. Manipulation has 
held values in New York for the past six 
weeks, which also met with a sympathet- 
ic response here. Trade conditions are 
generally poor, and receipts are larger 
than expected, still every one is afraid to 
sell short, owing to the discounts and 
fears of a continuance of manipulation.

New York, January 28.—The huge propor- 


tion of the dealings in St. Paul made it the 
dominant factor in today’s market. Its. in- 
fluence was marked on a very few stocks 
most nearly affiliated with it, and the genera! 
list showed a dragging tendency both on the 
upward and the downward course. The vio- 
lent and erratic movements in St. Paul kept 
the market confused and unsettled for the 
greater part of the day. There were consid- 
erable gains established during the early 
dealings, and later in the day prices fell con- 
siderably below Saturday’s level, but the net 
changes are for the most part small and some 
gains are mixed with the preponderance 
losses, .St. Paul was at one time nearly 3 
points above Saturday, and at another time 
over 2 points below, and closed the day with 
a net loss of 1%c on sales of 252,000 shares, 
The intermediate movements were excessively 
erratic and feverish. A very noticeable fea- 
ture of the trading in the stock was the much 
heavier volume of transactions on the ad- 
vance than on the decline, Very heavy offer- 
ings had to be taken; in fact, before the ad- 
vance was inaugurated, the price running 
off a point from the opening under the 
crushing weight of the offerings and very 
heavy blocks being taken at each stage 0; 
the advance. When the price had touched 
158%, the buying demand received an ab- 
rupt check and was not at any time after- 
wards equal to that of the first hour, al- 
though there were considerable revivals of de- 
mand from time to time.

“¢ O event in the history of. all 

N time has so touched the whole 

world as the death of England's 
matchless queen’’ were the introductory 
words ef a tribute paid the dead queen 
at a meeting of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club. Mrs. John C, Reed spoke on this 
subject at the request of Mrs. McCabe, 


president of the club, and touched deeply 
her hearers when in her address that 
followed she said: 

“It is but meet that we, an organiza- 
tion of women, claiming for our sex the 
right to develop the highest and best 
that f# in us, standing as an exponent of 
the beauty and purity of female charac- 
‘ter and representative of the refinement, 
culture and intellectual advancement of 
the womanhood of today, should bring 
our tribute of honor, admiration, woman- 
jy love and sorrow to the bier of the 
dead queen of England, the foremost wo- 
man of the world—to Victoria, the queen. 

“It has been said that no man ever 
rose to the dizzy heights of fame but felt 
the touch of some good woman's palm. 
When we realize the advancement of 
Ingland in the last half century and see 
her standing today at the head of civil- 
ization, we can hut feel that the touch 
of a good woman's hand exalts and glo- 
rifies nations as individuals. 
~ “Tt is not our mission to speak of the 
material growth of England under Vic- 
toria, of how her scepter has stretched 
across the Atlantic and far out into the 
Pacific, founding splendid empires and 
building magnificent cities, mile-stones 
which mark the onward march of civili- 
zation, nor need we refer to the industrial 
advencement of her people under her 
reign. More to her ministers than to the 
qucen personally is due this great ex- 
panzion in territory and wealth. That 
which will most hallow the name of this 
great-hearted queen and lend an un- 
aquenchable goldén glow to her memory 


and her reign is the progress of demo- 


cratic principles in government and of 
humanitarian ideas in society. The re- 
form and humane movements which un- 
der Victoria’s royil sigaature have be- 
come binding laws stand as beacon lights 
of liberty along the highway of the 
world’s history. 

“Victoria gave to her people the fran- 
chise, the open sesame to every other 
right. She rescued the little children 
from the mine and mill owners; she took 
from the coai mines the degraded, almost 
unsexed women, who had been the beasts 
of burden in those caverns of darkness; 
she fixed definitely the length of a day of 
labor; she abolished imprisonment for 
debt, flogging in the navy and corrected 
‘many other wrongs and abuses. Under 
her reign the educational act was passed 
and the stamp taken off the newspaper, 
which is one of the greatest educational 
agencies of the world. By the repeal of 
the corn laws, by the amendment of the 
poor laws, by the reform act of 1867, by 
cheap postage, rapid communication, 
cheaper food supplies, cheaper rent and 
cheaper thing, higher wages, the ad- 
See enters and many other like 
humanitarian acts, she lifted her nation 
to the topmost round of civilization and 
her people from degradation to manhood 
and happiness, and thus won for herself a 
throne in the hearts of her subjects, and 
died loved, honored and mourned by the 
entire kingdom. By inheritance, Vittoria 
was queen of Great Britain; by an act of 
parliament and the genius of Disraeli she 
became empress of India, but through her 
own generous, noble heart and sense of 
right and justice she won her most royal 
title, ‘mother of her people.’ All honor to 
Victoria Regina. 

“There have been many queens of Eng- 
land. Down through the march of centu- 


ries Englishmen have oft and again ™ 


loyally raised their glasses and drank 
‘to the queen.’ Around their names le- 
gend and Jove, fancy and fact have twin- 
ed garlands of romance and woven a 
web of strangely intermingled threads of 
fiction and history. Tragedy has marked 
many of them for her own, and fate has 
made them miserable or happy, like the 
rest of the daughters of men, giving 
wreaths of roses to some and crowns of 
thorns to others, necklacing’ the fair 
throats of some with vearls and bidod 
encircling the frail nécks of others with 
the headsman’s ax. Guenevere will live 
only as the woman, Elizabeth be admired 
only as queen, but Victoria will live im- 
mortal as.queen and woman both. 

“Standing for sixty years under the 
search light of modern criticism, as 
maiden, wife, mother and widow, she 
leaves a name ever to be honored and 
an example of devotion to duty unsur- 
passed. 

“By her beautiful domestic life Victo- 
ria taught that an Englishman's home is 
not only his castle but also a sanctuary

were transacted, timely topics were dis- 
cussed and the home science section pre- 
sented as their feature of entertainment 
a lecture from Dr. Francis Bradley. By 
special request, she discussed the subject 
of ‘Malaria,’ but so interesting was what 
she said, so clear her iHustration and so 
delightfully was all expressed that the 
subject assumed an aspect of anything 
but ‘“‘diseases,”” and Dr. Bradley proved 
herself most conclusively a master of the 


subject. When therefore she had explain- 
ed it in all the phases scientifically, as 
well as clearly, it was not surprising that 
an interested listener, in tones that sug- 
gested pleasant anticipation, asked: ‘‘Doc- 
tor, what do you suggest a patient's doing 
in the early stages of the disease?” 

“The Legal Inequalities of Women in 
Georgia" was the subject of discussion 
coming under the head of current events, 
and bringing out timely and practical] ex- 
pressions from Mrs. J. Lindsay Johnson, 
Mrs. Mary L. McLendon and Mrs, Julia 
Iverson Patton. 

Mrs. Mary L. McLendon pointed out the 
fact that although it was frequently 
stated that women always got what they 
asked for, such was not the case in At- 
lanta, as the women of Atlanta had for 
years been asking, through humane mo- 
tives, for a police matron, but that so 
far the request had not been granted. 

“If there is one thing that the Lord 
does not know it is the outcome of a law- 
suit,”’ said Mrs. Julia Iverson Patton. 

“Justice is supposed to preside over the 
deliberations of the courts, but nature 
is the only judge whose penalties are al- 
ways in absolute proportion to the crime 
committed. The inexorable law that 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap is carried out with an impar- 
tiality which excepts no one, and makes 
no allowances for extenuating circum- 
stances. A recommendation to mercy 
does not count and the penalty, though 
sometimes invisible, is none the less cer- 
tain. ., P 

“Few men and few women have any 
conception of justice in the abstract and 
man-made laws have as many different 
interpretations as the constitution of a 
woman’s club. 

‘The quality of justice is very much 
strained, indeed. It is sifted through the 
mind of the soft-hearted judge and 
meets with scant courtesy at the hands 
of the soft-headed jury if a young and 
pretty woman happens to be the prisoner 
at the bar. Woman either gets more or 
less than justice at the hands of the 
court. Generally speaking, it depends 
very much on the eloquence of her law- 
yer which it is. I do not recall in my 
own lifetime but one instance in the 
United States when a woman -suffered the 
death penalty at the hands of the hang- 
man. You will all recall the case of Mrs.

Ordinaries Must Publish Their Adver- 
‘tisements in It 


LEGISLATURE SO INTENDED 


All County Officers Must Advertise 
in the Same Paper. 


DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT 


Postal Telegraph Company May Be 
Delay in De- 


Held Liable for 
livering a Message. 


The supreme court yesterday decided 
that it is the legal duty of the ordinary 
of a county to publish his legal adver- 
tisements in the paper within the county 
which is used for such purpose by the 
county sheriff. : 

The case upon which the decision was 
based was that of Theo S. Coffee and Tip- 
ton Coffee, owners and proprietors of The 
DeKalb Standard, against W. M. Rags- 
dale, ordinary of DeKalb county. In 
19) the sheriff of that county - changed 
his legal advertising medium, selecting 
The DeKalb Standard instead of The 
New Era. The ordinary of DeKalb was 
requested, in accordance with law, to 
publish his advertisements in the same 
paper. The request was met with a 
flat refusal on the part of Ordinary Rags- 
dale, and mandamus proceedings were in- 
stituted to compel him to comply. The 
superior court of DeKalb sustained a de- 
murrer to the mandamus proceedings and 
dismissed them. 

In reversing the ruling of the lower 
court, the supreme court says the ques- 
tion is a vexed one and has given the 
court no little trouble, on account of the 
fact that the sections of the code appli- 
cable seem too indefinite. “But,” says 
the court, ‘‘after a careful examination 
of all the sections relating to this matter, 
we have concluded that whenever the 
sheriff has selected a newspaper in which 
to publish his legal advertisements, such 
paper becomes the legal medium of the 
advertisements of the county, and is the 
Official organ in which should be. pub- 
lished the legal advertisements of all 
the officers of the county.” 

In this case The New Era refused to 
publish the notice of change given by the 
sheriff. The supreme court holds that 
publication of such notice in an’‘Atlanta 
paper, in a neighboring county, under 
such circumstances, was sufficient, and 
the code showing that in addition to 
that it therefore became incumbent on 
all the other county officers to give 
similar notice of such change in the me- 
dium of their advertising. 

The supreme court, in the opinion ren- 
dered by Chief Justice Simmons, then 
goes into an analysis of the sections of 
the code showing that in addition to 
many specified forms of legal advertis- 
ing, many of the advertisements of the 
ordinary are specifically required by law 
to be published in the paper so used by 
the county sheriff. In holding that the 
legal advertisements of the ordinary 
must be published in the same paper 
with those of the sheriff, the court says: 

“Tf the law were otherwise, then’ in 
counties such as Fulton, which have a 
large number of newspapers, and, in- 
deed, in any county having more than 
one, people interested in county matters 
would be put to considerable trouble 
and expense. They could .not know ihn 
what paper to look for county adver- 
tisements, and would be compelled, in 
order to avoid missing some of these ad- 
vertisements, to subscribe for all of the 
papers in which legal advertisements 
might be published, and to examine all of 
these papers for such advertisements.”’ 

The opinion concludes that the legisla- 
ture clearly intended that all county ad- 
vertisements should appear in the paper 
used by the sheriff, and the action of the 
lower court in refusing to grant the man- 
damus asked for is reversed. 

Postal May Be Held Liable. 

The supremé court also reversed the 
ruling of Judge Lumpkin in the case wf 
the G. T. Dodd Grocery Co. vs, the Postal 
Telegraph Company. This was an action 
for damages arising out of the failure of 
the telegraph company to deliver prompt- 
ly cipher message sent by a _ broker 
acting as agent for the grocery company. 
The message contained an order for sugar 
directed to a firm in New Orleans. It 
was filed between 11 nd 11:30 o’clock in 


the morning and was not delivered until. 


3 o’clock in the afternoon. In the mean- 
fime sugar had sdvaneced so that the 
grocery company had to pay over $179 
more than was first expected. The com- 
pany brought suit against the telegraph 
company for the amount, but it was 
thrown out by Judge Lumpkin on demur- 
rer. The supreme court reverses tnis 
action, and holds that the plaintiff has a 
right of action for. any loss sustained 
through the telegraph company’s failure 
to promptly deliver a message, even 
though it was sent by some one else act- 
ing as agent’ for the plaintiff company.

289. Mackey et al. v. State. Before Judge 

Smith. Montgomery superior court. 

Cobb, J.—i. When in the trial of a murder 
case there was no evidence whatever that the 
accused had entered into a conspiracy to kill 
the deceased, and the only possible theory upon 
which a verdict of conviction could stand was 
that the deceased, with others, had entered 
into such a conspiracy, a verdict finding the 
acoused guilty was unauthorized, and should 
have been set aside. 

2. The present case is controlled by the 
proposition stated in the preceding note. The 
court erred in refusing to grant a new trial.
